About 9:30 o’clock this m orning 
other residents in the room ing house 
smelled gas and called the proprietor, 
who in tu rn notified the York police. 
Two officers responded and upon e n ­ 
tering the room rented by Mrs. W ag­ 
ner they found her body. 
Dr. L. U Zech, York county cor­ 
oner, was called and after an in ­ 
vestigation issued the death certifi­ 
cate giving suicide as th e cause of 
death. 
He said th a t Mrs. W agner 
had been dead several hours before 
her bodv was found.

‘TEACHERS’ FOR 
DRIVING CLINICS 
TO GET TRAINING 


Harrisburg. 
July 
13 
(AP) — A 
training school to “teach the teach­ 
ers” of 60 proposed safe-driver clin­ 
ics for Pennsylvania was advocated 
by Police Commissioner P. W. Foote 
today. 
Foote disclosed th at state W.P.A. 
Adm inistrator J. Banks Hudson and 
C, M. Emerick, director of the adult 
education program, have authorized 
a project to select approxim ately 
300 young men from work relief 
rolls 
for 
one-m onth 
intensive 
courses in automobile operation at 
the state police school a t Myers­ 
town. 
Tho instructors, he said, would be 
chosen by the W.P.A, from various 
communities 
where 
the 
driver- 
schcols would be established, and 
would be paid between $77 and $94 
a m onth, varying with the locality. 
“We need 
an 
average 
of 
five 
teachers 
for each school." Foote 
said. 
“My objective is to develop 
60 free driving schools for beginner 
motorists 
within 
the 
next 
four 
months, and 300 competent instruc­ 
tors.” 
He said instruction at the Myers­ 
town school for the “auto-school 
teachers” would be directed by Pro­ 
fessor Amos E. Neyhart. who pion­ 
eered in automobile traffic courses 
at Pennsylvania State college. 
“By doing this,” said Foote, “the 
state cannot hope to train all of 
the 300,000 new drivers we license 
each year, but we can teach enough 
ol them to dem onstrate th a t this 
is the only ultim ate, effective plan 
of insuring safety on our high­ 
ways.”
